The closest prior art is Boehm (US 6461751). Boehm does not disclose nor 
suggest wherein the memory unit for storing a determination threshold value which 
changes according to an operating state of the fuel cell based on the pressure, the flow 
rate, and the current generated from the fuel cell. Boehm discloses that the threshold 
value changes according to the current hydrogen concentration, and not the pressure, 
the flow rate, and the current generated from the fuel cell.
